Mftsnntoivii S. S. Convention. 

Maeontown, as brother Yoder 
informed tbe readers of tbe 
Evangelist, a few weeks ago, is 
in Pennsylvania, and is located 
in tbe rich Monougahela valley, 
about twelve miles southwest ol 
Unioulown, tbe county seat of 
Fayette couutyt and is a thriv- 
ing village of about seven hun- 
dred inhabitants. The Fair 
View German Baptist house is 
situated on a hill, about one and 
a half miles away, where it was 
our lot to preach regularly fjr 
about twenty. Be veu jeare. Many 
changes have taken plhce since. 
With but very few exceptions, 
what were called the "old people" 
then, are now eleoping in tbe 
dust. Those who were then in 
the prime of life, are dow tbe 
old nit ii ami women, aud those 
who were the children then, are 
the men and women ol to-day, 
and the children of the young 
people of to day, were the un- 
born. Such are the rapid changes 
ot human lite. But other changes 
too, have taken place in this 
neighborhood : tbe Fairview 
meeting house is no longer the 
place that invites and attracts 
us. 

Our brethreu built a very fine 
brick edifice in Masontowu, and 
here ia where the 8. 8. Conven- 
tion of Western Pennsylvania, 
convened on Sept. lltb. This 
was the sixth consecutive Con- 
vention that it was our pleasure 
to attend in Western Pennsylva- 
nia. (The first was at Berlin in 
1880.) The first session was not 
very largely attended, but by 
Friday evening the house was 
well filled, aud by Saturday eve- 
ning the house,-capacious as it ie, 
was too small. The familiar fa- 
ces of brethren Onagey, Knep- 
per, Ramsey, Jacob Musser, 
Harmon, and the Kimmels, with 
a number of others, greeted the 
place with their presence, and 
new names were added to the 
list ; such as Henry Wise, Jaeob 
Murray, and others.

Temperance Notes. 

The Cologne Gazette says that 
10,000 persons die every year 
in Germany, with delirium tre- 
mens. 

In Illinois, over six hundred 
towus are under the banner of 
no-license. Id all ot these, taxes 
have been reduced, crime less- 
ened, and happiness and prosper- 
ity increased. 

It is said that thee is a par- 
ish in Louisiana where no liquor 
oaD be bought, and that same 
parish hat a jail which is only 
used to store corn. 

In the prohibition counties ot 
Georgia, labor has been improved 
100 percent., aod the condition 
of the laborers, 1,000 percent, 
in steadinoss of work, and sav- 
ing ot wages for good purposes. 
A straight Prohibitionist was 
elected to the senate. 

As a specimen of partial pro 
hihition the Minneapolis experi- 
ment is unique. Besides charg- 
ing a license fee of $500, the 
ordinance marks out certain pa- 
trol limits, including the business 
portion of the city, within which 
all the saloons there are must be 
established, and where they can 
be kept under close police inspec- 
tion. As to the rest of the city, 
injluding the portions where 
probably nine-tenths of the in- 
habitants have their homes, 
absolute saloon prohibition pre- 
vails and is rigidly enforced. 

According to He v. Dr. Buck- 
ley, this notice was displayed by 
public-house keepers in 1736 *. 
"You may here get drunk for a 
penny, and dead drunk for two 
pence, and have clean straw for 
nothing." 

The chaplain of the peniten- 
tiary says that if tbe prisoners 
were allowed to vote while in 
prison, they would declare for 
prohibition by a large majority. 

"Daes Prohibition prohibit to 
Iowa?" Yes and no. In many 
of the towns where saloona for- 
merly existed there are none 
now, I visited several of these 
towns. In all the larger towns, 
how eve/, the law is openly defied 
and tbe saloons are in full blast. 
I visited Ottomwa and Daven- 
port, and in both places the law 
was wholly ignored. 

I honestly believe that if the 
repeal of the present law would 
lead to another contest for a con- 
stitutional prohibitory amend- 
ment it would be a blessing to 
the people of Iowa to repeal it. 
—Simpson Elt is Christian 
evanoblist.

Russia still maintains her des- 
potic course ia religious matters 
as well as political. Tho Gov- 
ernment has issued a decree 
making the Greek Church tbe 
eatabliahed Church of the Baltic 
provinces. Protestantism will 
simply be tolerated. Children 
born ot mixed parents will.be 
trained in tbe Greek Church. 
The decree, it is stated, is sure 
to cause discontent among the 
German settlers. 

At the dedication ofacbapel 
at Martha's Vineyard, a sermon 
was preached by Bishop Foster, 
ot the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Uia theme was : *• What 
shall be the character of the 
services here in years to come ?" 
His answer to this question was; 
"Not a camp meeting revival 
Bervice at all events." This has 
excited a great deal of surprise, 
and critical comment. 

On the I6th of May was or- 
ganized in San Francisco the 
first Presbyterian church con- 
sisting wholly of Japanese 
Christians which has been es- 
tablished on American soil. 
Tbeie were received on letters 
from other churches here and in 
Japan, seventeen ; and on pro- 
fession of faith sixteen others 
who wero baptized. This or- 
ganization baa grown out ot 
a Gospel Society organized 
by a few Japanese, nearly eight 
years ago, and who have kept 
up meetings lor the study of ths 
Bible eoutinuously since. There 
is but one female member, Mrs. 
Okami, the wile ol an elder in 
Janau ; and she is an accom- 
plished lady, now studying pre- 
paratory to taking a medical 
course of study, hoping at some 
future day to be a medical mis- 
sionary to her sisters in Japan.
